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In glancing through one of the early vol- 
umes of Charles Dudley Warner’s “ Library 
of the World’s. Best Literature,” we met, in 
the Emerson section, an extract from one of 
the sage’s fine pages that ran in this wise: 

“Meantime the colleges, whilst they pro- 
vide us with libraries, furnish no professor of 
books; and, I think, no chair is so much 
wanted.” 

It is doubtful if any phrase could so hap- 
pily describe at once the function and the 
achievement of Mr. Warner in his new and 
great work. He himself is essentially a “pro- 
fessor of books,” although the charm of his
